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the earth whether in mountains, seas, 
rivers, or skies, in his service and 
for his own profit. He is over and 
above endowed with all the treasures 
known or unknown to him and he 
is on his way to reveal them. 

Man's place in the universe 
was determined as such because he 
was the creature prepared for gaini- 
ng the profits of the universe and 
the creature .perfectly shaped and 
modelled to attain that end. 

"Who made all things good 
which He created, and He began the 
creation of man from clay; then He 
made his seed from a draught of 
despised fluid; then He fashioned him 
and breathed into him of His spirit I 
and appointed for you hearing and 
sight and hearts. Small thanks give 
you." ( S. 32, V. 7-10). 

Besides life (and breathed into 
hira ef his spirit) which is the power 
to enable man as well as all other 
living creatures to move and seek 
his living, man was endowed with 
hearing and seeing which are the 
most powerful means of realising 
what is around him. He also was 
given the heart which is the abode 
of belief and creed. Over and above 
he was endowed with the mind which 
is source of understanding and cone- 
eiving what is beyond touch and 
vision, By snch gifts man was disti- 
nguished from all other creatures. 
For iuch peculiarities he was given 



a special place in the life of this 
universe. Islam through the call to 
belief in one God aimed at reviving 
man's conscience as to such disting- 
uished place and at arousing his 
sense of human dignity. 

Thus the call to belief in one 
God is mainly a call to man to 
know himself and to know his pecu^ 
liar place in this universe and to 
comprehend his valuo in this life. It 
is incumbent upon man out of dign- 
ity as a distinguished ceauire to 
know his proper place and to realise 
his inherent values. On the other 
hand it is rather degrading and 
humiliating to keep himself within 
the bounds of the inherited creeds 
which call for the Worshipping of 
gods other than Allah Siici as idols, 
images, and men who in the order 
of creation are ei'her below him or 
on the same footing with him. 

The call to monotheism is mor- 
eover a call to liberation and libera- 
lity, a call to dignity and might and 
a call to freedom in motion and 
research throughout the world to 
reveal its secrets and to solve its 
riddles. It is man's own right to 
move and seek in such universe, 
which the Supreme Creator has 
bestowed upon him, the mastery of 
its resources whether in heaven or 
on the earth and whether over 
ground or underground.

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Meals which are the needed values. 
The endeavour to attain such sub- 
limity can onlv be realised through 
the belief in Him only, through the 
belief in the absolute perfection in 
existence that is Allah, It is by the 
belief in Him only that one can rid 
himself from ihe humility of serving 
in his Worship a tangible creature, 
one can free himself from the slavery 
to a creature either below him in 
degree or on the same footing with 
him. The observance of human dig- 
nity requires to direct direct one's 
worship to a more sublime one than 
he is to a being over and above Mm, 
There is nothing over and above all 
existing creatures but Allah who is 
above all and "Ticre is nothing 
like Him". 



which we have not counted save 
Allah. He had tied himself and his 
future in life to these terrestrial 
beings which can not hear the pra- 
yers, or even if they could hear them 
could never respond because they 
are unable to understand or to act 
accordingly. 

Mohamed's mission, may peace 
be upon him, called people to believe 
in one God. His call was the same 
as the call of the prophets who had 
preceded him before it was mutilated 
by the apolgists of such religions 
" And We sent no messenger before 
you but We inspired him. ( saying ) 
There is no God save the { Allah ) , 
so Worship Mc". (S. 21, V. 25). 



In the olden times man worshi- 
pped animals as well as idols made 
of stone. He too worshipped his 
fellow-man " The- Worship besides 
Allah that which neither hurts them 
nor profits them, and they say: 
These are our intercessors with Allah. 
Say: Would you inform Allah of 
(some thing) that He knows not in 
the heavens or in the earth ? Praised 
he He high exalted above all that 
you associate with Him". (Surah 
10- V. 19 ). 

Man had worshipped idols, ima- 
ges, animals and all sorts of things 
which we have counted and others 



In fact Mohammad wa* sent by 
God to readjust the human values 
to revive man's dignity and to cor- 
rect his status in life and the unive- 
rse. " He it is who created for you 
all that is in the earth ". ( S. 2, 29 ) ". 

" See you not how Allah has 
made serviceable unto you whatsoe- 
ver is in the skies and whatsoever 
is in the earth and has loaded you 
with His favours both without and 
within','. (S. 31, V. 20). 

However man's place in life is 
such as ordained by God to be the 
sole owner of all that is in earth, to 
have all what is in Heaven and on 
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many inherent potentialities and so 
many latent drives. They all are 
cropped out to defend his own safety 
and his own existence by arming 
him with certain abilities to keep 
him either powerful to be feared and 
respected or to show him as a pug- 
nacious warrior who can fight the 
oppressors. 

The Islamic Society : 

The Islamic society was formed 
to realise one end, that is to attain 
liberation and supremacy. In other 
words, it was formed to fight weak- 
ness and achieve power and author- 
ity. The Islamic society has a peculiar 
status in that it does not confine 
itself to a limited area or certain 
race. It is a society which comprises 
humanity at large. Thus it arises to 
liberate humanity from the bonds of 
superstition and soothsaying, to rid 
it from false beliefs in casuality and 
images, and in polytheism. It arises, 
on the other hand, to be free from 
inch bonds and to lead a life of 
authority and power : an authority 
to overthrow oppression and slavery 
an authority to curb itself from ill- 
deeds, obscenity and adultery, and 
an authority through performing the 
duties, a power in spirit and conscie- 
nce, a power in following the right 
and performing the good, and power 
in offering what leads to the achie- 
vement of ease and happinMS of 
humanity at klge, 



As such the Islamic society is 
both liberal and moralistic. 

1) The belief in one GOD, 

To liberate humanity from all 
forms of weakness and humiliation, 
Islam makes it encumbent upon man 
in the Islamic society which will be 
the abode of freedom and liberality 
to offer his prayers only to Allah 
and to Him only and never to as- 
sociate with Him any partner. Allah 
only is to be worshipped and he 
is the absolute perfection in exist' 
ence. "Allah there is no God save 
Him. His are the most beautiful 
names". 

The attributes of God, praise 
be to Him, art; the traits of perfec- 
tion for which He deserves to be 
our Lord and to be worshipped 
"That is Gud, your Lord! There is 
no god but He, the Creator of all 
thing* : then worship you Him : and 
He has power to dispose of all aff- 
aire. No vision can grasp Him, but 
His grasp is over all visicnt : He is 
above all comprehension, yet is as 
acquainted with ail things". { Sourah 
6, V. 103 ). 

The belief in one God is the 
turning point in the life or humanity. 
It is ttie turning point between short- 
sightedness in belief and conception 
which should disappear and go into 
oblivion and a far sightedness en- 
abling man to set forth seeking the

AND ITS OBJECTIVES

The Society : 

A human society is not a mere 
gathering of a certain number of 
people however their counting may 
be in a certain locality. The human 
society only exists wherever there is 
a common case which unites a cert- 
ain people living in one locality. 
In contrast, the primitive people 
never form a society because they 
are only a collection of people with- 
out a common aim. They have noth- 
ing to unite their effort. They only 
live together while each is making 
his own living and satisfying his own 
need* of food, drink and sexual des- 
ire. Such people remain disintegrated 
until they find a cevtain aim for 
which they work together to achieve 
a common end. Whenever they real- 
ize such collective effort, they turn 
to be a human society. 

The objective of a human soci- 
ety is the achivement of an end 
which is far beyond the mere satisf- 
action of any biological desire. It is 



the realization of ft cimmon objetc 
which bears upon their common will 
as a group of individuals forming 
by their mutual endeavour the socie- 
ty which unites them all. 

Such objective may be the see- 
king of sovereignity or the liberation 
from occupation or submission to 
others. A human being encountering 
another, the may either endeavour to 
submit him self to hit rule or to 
struggle to get rid of such rule. 
Human societies as well through their 
old and recent history are working 
along the same lines. They realize 
their existence or self conscience 
either through the struggle for sove- 
reignity and supremacy or through 
the struggle for liberation from the 
control of others. Thus it is evident 
that the objectives which the indivi- 
dual seeks to realize in his limited 
and private life are quite the same 
as those which the society as a 
whole seeks to achieve in public life. 
In each individual there exist so 
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indeed hearing, sight end heart, all 
these are favours for the right use of 
which one is responsible ". (XVII, 38). 
" O you who have believed, if a 
reprobate comes to you with a re- 
port, make certain it is correct before 
taking action, lest you may injure 
honest people unknowingly and then 
you regret what you have done ". 
( XLIX, 6 ). " you who have be- 
lieved, let not one group of people 
make mock of another; they are 
possibly better they ; and let not 
women make mock of other women, 
they are probably better than they ; 
do not scoff at each other, or revile 

each other with nicknames 

Avoid much suspicion. Suspicion is 
sometimes a sin". (XLIX, 11/12). 

* Say to the believers that they cast 
down their eyes and guard their 
private parts. This is more becoming 
for them . . . And say to the belie- 
ving women that they cast their eyes 
and guard their private parts and 
show not their ornamets, exept so 
far as they ( normally ) appear, and 
let them throw their scarves over 
their bossoms . . . ." u ( XXIV, 30 ) , 

* ycu who have believed, do not 
enter houses other than your own 
until you have familiarised yourself 
to its inmates and saluted them ; 
that is better for you .... If you 
find no one there, do not enter until 
permission is given to you, and if you 



are told to go away, go away " 

( XXIV, 27/28 ). " you who have 
believed, when you are asked to 
make room in gatherings, make room ; 

Allah will make room for you " 

( LVII, 12 ). 

These are the major elements 
of the Islamic system for a prosper- 
ous and happy life. Islam has dema- 
nded that all men, subjects and rul- 
ers should cooperate towarde the 
observation of ihese elements of its 
teaching and should fear God in 
them. The Qur'an reads, " you 
who have believed, have piety, the 
piety due to Allah, and die not 
except as Muslims. Seek strength in 
the bond of Allah as one body and 
do not separate up ..." ( 111,97/98 ). 
" And let there be found of you a 
community inviting to good, urging 
what is reputable and restraining 
from what is disreputable. " ( 111,100). 

This is Islam, and this is the 
religion of Allah. This is the life 
planned by God for His creatures. 
What else can we crave for ? There 
can be no better system and there 
can be no better organisation. " 
you who have beleived, enter into 
the bond of peace altogether, and 
follow not the steps of Satan." ( II, 
204). 

Wassalamu-alaikum warahmatu- 
llahi-wa barakatuh. 
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Therefore, licenciousnes and immora- 
lity which are destructive to his 
institution are severely condemed, 
and abitinance from union outside 
the wedlock is not only virtuous but 
is also given the honorific name 
"Honour !" In this way Islam ensu- 
red full cooperation towards the 
fundamental goals through closet-knit 
and wel[ organised human relations. 

Ties of Kinship result in small 
blood groupings, through which the 
immediate needs of the individual 
way be fulfilled. Such grouping, 
however, is limited in scope and 
naturally breeds racialism and pre- 
judices. Islam therefore has estab- 
lished the bond of brotherhood which 
crosses the boundaries of blood and 
all the barriers of geography and 
nationalism. On the basis of this 
bond, Islam has established a nation- 
The Ummah of Islam - in which all 
citizens are equal regardless of their 
origin, their colour or their tongue. 

The safety of this nation is the 
collective responsibility of all Muslims 
on earth, and measures for defending 
it against agressors are to be ade- 
quately taken. Sura VII Verses 26-63 
read, "Prepare for them whatsoever 
force and cavalry you are capable 
of gathering to overcome those who 
are the enemies of Allah and your 



enemies as well as others besides 
them - whom you don't know but 
Allah knows And if they are in- 
clined to make peace, make pence." 
(VII, 62-63). 

In this nation or society of 
Islam all mutual rights and obliga- 
tions are well defined, namely, 
between the individual and his kins, 
between the individual and his im- 
mediate neighbours, between the 
individual and the rest of the world 
of Islam and between the individual 
and his temporal authority. Manners 
of good conduct and courtesy are 
given an adequate imporlancc. In 
this connexion the following passages 
are qujtcd; " yuu who have be- 
lieved, obey Allah and obey the 
Messenger and those of you who 
have the command." (IV, 59 ). H The 
believers are nothing but brothers." 
( XLIX, 10). "Do not (be disdainful) 
screwing up your cheek to the 
people, and walk net boisterously upon 
the earth: Indeed Allah does not 
love any conceited boaster. Be moder- 
ate in your gait and lower your voice,." 
(XXXI, 17/18). "Do not walk bois- 
terously upon the earth; indeed you 
will not make a hole in the earth, 
nor yet reach the mountains in sta- 
ture," (XVII, 39). "Do' not seek to 
peep through the privacies of others, 
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raid the earth low for you; so walk 
about in the region? of it and eat of 
His provision . . ." and sura IV Verse 
33 reads, *0 you who have believed' 
do not consume your property among 
you in vanity, except there be trading 
by mutual consent on your part." 

While Islam praise* work for 
earning wealth it teaches moderation 
in spending and condemns dxtravag- 
ance and meanness. It encourages 
the practice of thrift, and urges those 
with wealth to be charitable and 
kind to under-priviledged. Sura XVII 
Verse 28 — 29 reads, " And give to 
the kinsman his ritgh, and to the 
poor, and the follower in the way. 
but do not be extravagant at all. 
Verily the squanderers are the brot- 
hers of the Satans and Satan is to 
his Lord unthankful." Verse 31 of 
the same chapter reads, "And nei- 
ther ke«p your hard chained to your 
neck, nor spread it wide open and 
so sit blamed and inpoverished," 

In this way Islam has solved 
the thorny problem of wealth, which 
for long threatened peace and has 
been causing endless troubles. Islam 
thereby has reduced the danger of 
the financial greed and destroyed 
the dangerous seeds cf communism. 
It preserved the incentive for work 
and opened the gates for healty 
competition in exploring the potenti- 
alities of nature and exploiting them 



in the service of mankind. This is in 
addition to eliminating misery and 
promoting love and mutual underst- 
anding. 

The teaching of Islam guides 
man in the way of communicating 
with his Creator and in the way of 
worshipping Him. All the details of 
worship are given, and they are 
made in such a way as not to enc- 
roach upon the needs of materia 1 
life. They aim at fostering the ties 
of brotherhood, among the worship- 
pers by the inspiration of peity and 
righteousness. 

Islam, moreover, has mada lea- 
rning and seeking knowledge a 
most worthy pursuit, By learning 
here is meant to seek knowledge 
of the secret of tbe universe. Such 
knowledge strenhthens the faith in the 
Almighty, and helps towards the 
progress ami advancement of the 
eociety. In this connexion the Qur'an 
reads, " Of His servants only those 
woh have knowledge fear Him. " 
[ XXX, 25 j. " Say : Ars those who 
have knowledge on the same footing 
as those who have not." (XXXIX.12). 
" Allah will luisc up in honour and 
status, those who have believed and 
those to whom knowledge has been 
given." ( LVIII, 12). 

The stability of the family is of 
• paramount impotance in Islam 
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series of the Prophets. He is related 
to have made the following simile, 
* I, as last, and all the Prophets who 
were sent by Heaven before me, 
resembled a house which the archi- 
tects perfected and which they ador- 
ned with all sorts of decoration. A 
place for one stone was left out 
empty, however. People went inside 
the house and admired it. But they 
would say, how perfect and how 
beautiful the house is except for that 
empty space for one stone ". The 
Prophet continued, " I am the stone 
and I am the seal of the Prophets". 



Bt harmonising the ohysical 
and spiritual needs of the individual, 
Islam, as we have seen earh>r, has 
assured a hanpv and prosperous life, 
and helped society to advance and 
to progress. 

We now propose to discuss the 
elements in the Islamic teaching 
which aim at a harmonious and or- 
derly social life where the needs of 
the individual and those of his com- 
munity are guaranteed. 

In the first place, Islam gttided 
to the belief in truth, in the Unity 
of the Righteous and Benevolent 
Creator whom alone our devo- 
tion and prayers are to be ad- 
dressed. The relationship between 



man and his Creator, who sustains 
him and who provides for him, is 
direct, and there is no intercession 
or intermediary in Isalm. This inspires 
the individual with the sense of dig- 
nity and self-respect, and with cou- 
rage and justice. He would say the 
truth because it is the truth, and 
follows what is right because it 
is right. 

In the second place, Islam 
encourages hygienic practice, and 
requires its adherents to be healthy 
and strong. Any practice and anyth- 
ing that is phsically injurious is 
prohibited, and the believer is instr- 
cted to safeguard against infection 
and the causes of illness. Again, all 
practices that would adversely affect 
the intellectual power are not allow- 
ed. Therefore wine and opium are to 
be avoided. Sura V verse, 92 reads, 
' you who have believed, wine, 
gambling, stone alters and divining 
arrows are simply an abomination- 
some of Satan's work . . ." V. ( 92 ). 

The pursuit of earning by tilling 
the land or through trade or industry 
is highly praised, and is reckcnd a 
kind of worship for wich reward is 
assured. Sura LXIIV verse 10 reads, 
8 Then when the prayer is finished 
scatter abroad in the land and seek 
the bounty of Allah and call Allah 
frequently to mind . . ." Sura LXVI1 
Verse 15 reads, " He it is who has 
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depens on the fulfilment of the needs 
of the body and, the requirements 
of the soul. Physical enjoyment, how- 
ever, should not encroach upon the 
spiritual nee(Js, and the cravinge for 
spiritual purity and perfection should 
not lead to physical suffering or 
deprivation. 

Man is therefore, allowed and 
even encouraged to enjoy within his 
means the pleasures of life without 
excess. He is permitted to eat good 
food, to drink what is not harmful 
and to wear elegant clothes. He is 
permitted to enjoy living in elegant 
houses, the eqcumJ#Mon of waelth 
and the company of the opposite 
sex, But he is forbidden from com- 
mitting abomination and from seeking 
the fulfilment of his pleasure through 
means that would be in any way 
injurious to himself, to his familv or 
to his society. On the other hand, 
man is guided towards spiritual 
puritv, spirtual enjoyment and spirit- 
ual elevation through spiritual train- 
ing in such practices as fasting, 
pilgrimage, meditation, reflection in 
God's greatness and creations, and 
through seeking communion with 
God in prayers! 

In this connexion the following 
passages from the Qur'an are quoted : 
Sura VII Verses 29 - 30 read. 

"0 children of Adam, take 
yow adornment at every place of 



worship and eat and drink, but do 
not be extravagant. Verily He loves 
not those who are extravagant. Say, 
Who has forbidden the adornment 
which Allah has produced for His 
creatures and the good things He 
has provided ? ''. The Qur'an conti- 
nues, " Say, My Lord has only for- 
bidden indecencies, both open and 
secret, and has forbidden evil and 
unjustified greed , . . .". Another verse 
reads, " O you who have believed, 
do not make forbidden the good 
things of what Allah made permissi- 
ble for you; and do not trangress...." 
( V. 89 ). Another verse reads, " Say 
My Lord had commanded justice. 
Set yourselves in order at every 
place of worship, and pray to Allah, 
associating no one with Him as an 
object of your devotion and worship.' 
( V. 28 ). 

Thus, islam, by harmonising the 
physical and spiritual needs of the 
individual, and by directing tbe fulfi- 
Lmeat of these needs towards the 
well being and the advancement of 
society Islam has become the faith 
of the spiritual and material worlds 
at one and the same time. Islam is 
the last religion revealed from Hea- 
ven, and it was revealed with a 
system of lii'e that has pushed man 
leaps higher on the ladder of progr- 
ess and civilisation. The man who 
was the exponent of the faith; Muh- 
ammad, son of Abdullah, was the 
perfect and the last one in the noble

established by Iilam as a means for 
a prosperous and successful life. 

I pray that this essay will be 
intelligently studied, and that the 
readers and listeners would held fast 
to the enanciated principles until 
good defeats evil and prosperity 
replaces misery, so that mankind 
may enjoy glory in this life and 
eternal happiness in the next. 



God, in His grace, established 
the faith of Islam and has made it 
a system which ensures peace and 
prosperity both for the individual 
and society in this world, and which 
guides to success and to eternal 
happiness in the world to come. 



There is nothing useful or beneficial 
or righteous in the world except 
that it is recommended and encou- 
raged by Islam, and there is nothing 
harmful or evil in the world except 
that it is prohibited in Islam. 

The guidance of Islam is com- 
prehensive and embracing. Man is 
not left along in life to the physical 
pleasures or the material needs that 
would drive him away from the 
advantages of the immortal life, nor 
is he left alone to the attractions of 
the material needs and the legitimate 
•njoyrnent. The Islamic system is 
based on firm foundations, on the fact 
that man is a body and a soul, and 
on the recognition of the needs both 
of the soul and of the body. 

The body has certain legitimate 
needs, and the soul has legitimate 
requirements; and Iilam recognises 
that the ultimate happiness of man 
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Quran only : " Take what the Prophet 
has given you and avoied what he 
ordered you to avoid, and be pious 
il yon believe in God". 

The state system in the modern 
society regards as the area of infue- 
nce the physical entity of man rather 
than his spirit. Perhaps it does so in 
order to leave to the church the 
"spirit" as its area of influence. The 
separation between chnrch and state 
is in accordance with the division 
that took place at the time of the 
trench Revolution. 

But the system of society in 
the nation which God created regardi 
man as a whole, hU physical as 
well as spiritual ex$tjr, as the area, 



of its protection, Thus it took care 
oi the body as well as of the spirit 
by considering man one unity which 
is under one leadership. This system 
encourages man psychdogically to 
be creative by way of his conscience. 

Perhaps the worst stain in the 
state system of modern society is 
that " dualism " of religion and state, 
the split into two authorities, the 
authority of the church as religious 
authority, and the authority of the 
state as the secular authority. 

But in the nation the God 
created the society is not divided 
into two authorities. Instead, it* 
system follows one leadership and 
one guidance : "The system of God 
whieh is the best system." 
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among the people are guided by co- 
operation, love and fraternity. This 
is the highest ceiling human society. 

The nation which God created 
is not a divine one, nor is its 
society sacred or its ruling class 
holy because of their relationship to 
the Book of God. The individuals of 
this nation are rather human beings, 
its society is a human society and 
the ruling class are people apt to 
committing mistakes once in a while. 

The government in the natjpn 
which God created is not a divine 
one does not have to be obeyed 
without question or heard without 
argument It is rather a government 
which derives its decisions f^om 
consultation. This government may 
continue as long as it recognizes 
justice and nourishes good inter- 
relations among the people, 

Man in the notion which God 
created is active. He practices 'lis 
rights according to his qualifications. 
He may hit the target now and fail 
it the next time. 

The only difference between 
this man and the man in the state 
which man made is the former is 
not conceited by his human qualifi- 
cations nor is he deceived by the 
independence of his mind. He, beside 



using his mind and human (acuities, 
seeks consultation in the Book of 
God, Gad's Book is no more than 
general planning for the sake of 
mankind. Wherever is found any 
narrow limitation in interpreting the 
Book of God it should not be 
attributed to the quality of the Book, 
for interpretation is the work 
of man. 

Until now, the Muslims in the 
Islamic oriental society cannot clearly 
comprehend that the dual system 
which in Europe led to the separa- 
tion between state and church has 
no relation to either Islam or Its 
system. 

Islam is not a church, its juris- 
ts and scholars are not priests. But 
Muslims are all equal, they are first 
of all Muslims, then People of voca- 
tions and professions. Islam has no 
group assuming divine authority or 
which spreads its influence over the 
people, physically or spiritually, in 
the name of God. They are all equal 
citizens of one nation. This nation is 
that to which the Quran referred in 
the saying: "You were the best 
nation created for man". 

Islam, after all, is not responsi- 
ble for the misinterpretation of Its 
instructions and general maxims. The 
responsibility of Islam lies in the 
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distinction. Tm« group is the ruling 

class, the " people oS decision", of 
whom God says : " Oh people, who 
believe, oby God and oby the Prop- 
het and the people of decision amo- 
ng you. I! you had any dispute over 
something, solve it in the light of 
the instructions given by God and 
the Prophet if you believe in God 
and the Day of judgement, This is 
the best for you '". The people of 
decision are those who distinguish 
themselves by striving to understand 
what God revealed and erideavoured 
to comprehend the Book of God and 
distinguish themselves by their abil- 
ity to apply analogy. They are the 
eudeavorers and therefore their inst- 
ructions are to be obeyed and follo- 
wed and obeying this group is obe- 
dience to God and His Prophet. 

Islam relates obedience o! these 
instructions to obedience to God and 
His Prophet and therefore obeying 
the law becomes obedience founded 
on conviction and belief combined. 
Thus, deviation from law is minimized 
since law is not imposed from out- 
side. It is neither limited nor cedified 
by peole whose merits lie in their 
humanity alone, but because they 
are pious scholars. 



From this comparison between 
the state which man made and the 
nation which God created we infer 

that the system of government, or 
the syetem of guiding the indivi- 
duals in human society, which depe- 
nds on the existence of the three 
authorities - the executive, judicial 
and legislative authority - is found 
in both societies. This is because 
it is a prerequisite for the existence 
of any pattern of society. Later on 
some shortcomings crept into the 
government system of the modern 
society. These shortcomings made 
the system insufficient for reaching 
the ultimate goals of society which 
are : stable inter - relationships amo- 
ng the individuals and equal oppo- 
rtunities for them. Meanwhile this 
system looks at the individuals as 
groups of aggregates which should 
I be pushed without considering the 
I freedom of the individual and human 
I dignity. 

The system of government in 

the nation which God created, as 

! we previously pointed out, cor- 

I rected the defects existing in the 

| state system. T^e nation of God 

recognizes the strong conscience of 

man and mans belief in God. From 

these two principles spring personal 

freedom and human dignity. At the 

same time the inter-relationsbif* 
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a result conscience is one's final 
resort in his judgement and talk- 
And this is how the judicial right is 
founded on conscience as well as on 
jurisprudence and the people know 
what God has allowed and forbidden, 
and revealed. 

The jndicial authority in the 
stale system also relies on jurispru- 
dence and coscience. But it is the 
jurisprudence and conscience of man* 
It is not law of God nor is it the 
conscience which springs from the 
fear of God. Add ihe difference 
between the defined and the unlimi- 
ted. It is the difference between that 
which is not influenced and that 
which is influenced. The difference 
between the consience of man and 
the conscience which springs from 
the fear of God is the difference 
between power limited by the fac- 
tors of environment, heredity and 
the executive authority and the power 
which is above this limitation, for 
it is guided by God Himself. 

The phenomena of jurisprudence 
and conscience in judicial matters 
are necessary factors in applying 
justice. But the kind of jurisprudence 
as well as the kind of conscience is 
more important in applying justice 
itself. It is, perhaps, the predominent 



J factor in doing or neglecting justice. 

To evaluate conscience, which 
is founded on belief in and fear of 
God, and its value for doing justice 
the Prophet, peace be upon Him, says 
the following to two persons who 
had come to Him with an argument : 
" I am nothing more than a human 
being. It may happen that one of 
you will be more eloquent in prese- 
nting his case and thus I may do 
wrong by judging in his favor. The 
one, whom I may fovor by giving 
him part of his brother's property is 
like the one who took a piece of 
fire".

3) Beside the executive and the 

judicial right in the nation oi God 
there exists also the legislative right 
which is similar to the legislative 
authority of the state system in 
modern society. The legislative right 
is not delegated to a committee 
which is formed by way of national 
election or by way of appointment 
by the executive authority, but is 
delegated to a group which is formed 
by way of natural election, i.e. by 
way of personal distinction or pers- 
onal qualification. These qualifications 
alone are the sign of selection and 
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2) The judicial right is also 
found in the nation of God in the 
function of installing justice as is 
supposed to be in the judicial au- 
thority which is the second pillar oL 
the state system in modern society. 
The Glorious Qur'an says : " When you 
judge among people, judge justly.God's 
commandments are the best, God is 
the one who hears and sees." It 
■Iso says : "When you speak, speak 
justly even when it concerns your 
relatives." Quran thus demands that 
among believers speech and judge- 
ment should be fair. Quran em- 
phasizes its demand by saying that 
justice in judgement and talk should 
not be influenced by either emotion 
or relationship. It also demands 
jystice even when the affairs concern 
unbelievers. It says; "Don't let your 
hatred lead you to do injustice. 
Doing justice is the shortest path to 
piety. Be pious for God knows what 
you are doing'^B^yhe ^|stenc$ gf 



the judicial right in the nation of 
God differs from the existence of the 
judicial authority in modern society 
and because of this differentiation the 
nation of God distinguishes itself for 
recognizing justice and strengthening 
the stability of the relationships 
among the citizens. 

Islam, therefore, asks for justice 
in judgement and talk between be- 
lievers and unbelievers and constantly 
mentions this jointly with the remin- 
der of observing God and It demands 
that a judge or a speaker should 
remember God in his actions. The 
verses of justice in Quran, always 
end in: "The commands of God are 
the best." "This is what God en- 
trusted you with." "Be pious for 
God knows what you are doing." 
Quran thus constantly remindes the 
people of God so that man, in his 
judgement, verdict or speech keeps 
distance from his emotional bias. As 
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of the Muslim life, clear the way in 
front of the Arabs to lead the way 
to their greatness and to restore their 

glorious past. Indeed, Al-Azhar is 
the university which undertakes to 
keep the immaterial personality of 
the Arab nations. It is the university 
which the united Arab Republic pays 
all its expenses and which peoples 
depend upon it to keep the Arab 
Nationalism. 

Though Al-Azhaar university is 
on the land of the united Arab Re- 
public, it has an important and an 
Arabic international position. This is 
because it is the source of the isla- 
mic and arabic studies, as it is the 
place which attracts the students 
who look for islamic and Arabic 
culture. Hence, Al-Azhar is the uni- 
versity which sends its rays to the 
whole world 1o lighten the way in 
front of all mankind and to guide 
them to the straight path. 

Nearly, every Arab and Muslim 
nation has delegates of its students 
studying at Al-Azhar university, the 
nations send students to receive 
islamic and Arabic education to guide 
their people when they finish their 
studeis at Al-Azhar and return btck 
to them. The studies of Al-Azhar 
teach students the virtue of unit in 
the different spheres of life and pre- 
pare them to face thicr enemies, as 
well as it teaches them how to 
treat each other brotherly and kindly. 



Verily, the Me of Al-Azhar 
university is not a local one, it does 
not teach only the general human 
aspects, but also it teaches all the
